The veteran pioneer newspapers 
The Placentia Courier and The 
Yorba Linda Star, last week were 
added to the prowing empire of 
Pathfinder Publications, Inc. owner 
and) publisher, Raymond = W. 
Duncan, Jr. 

Pathfinder also issues the four 
weekly-edition News-Times which 
covers Placentia, Yorba Linda, Brea 
and East Anaheim Hills. 

No figures were disclosed in the 
sale which combined the news 
carriers. The purchase was made by 
Duncan from Robert and Jane 
Caswell, Placentia residents, who 
had purchased The Courier and The 
Star a year and a half ago. 

For Duncan, who is 36 and a 
resident of Yorba Linda, tt has been 
a quick expansion in the publishing 
business which he first entered in 
1973. At that time he purchased the 


News-Times which had been 
established three years before by 
veteran advertising oman Earl

“Final Plan for the Proposed Yorba Linda Unified School District’ as 
prepared by the Orange County Committee on School District Organization 
for presentation to the State Board of Education., 

The State Board will hold a public hearing on the Plan at 1:30 p.m. on May 
12 in Sacramento. The article includes the narrative of the Plan but does not 
include maps, charts nor non-essential material in the Plan. Editor]. 


IMMEDIATE PERSONNEL NEEDS 

Certain major actions would have 
to be taken by the newly-unified 
district. if the election = was 
successful, 

First. a school board would have 
been elected on March 8, 1978. 
Public schools are a responsibility of 
the state and the administration of 
these schools is delegated to a 
locally elected board of education. It 
is recommended that the board be 
elected at the time of the vote to form 
the unified district. 

The board would immediately 
need to employ a superintendent. 
Prior to that, they would probably 
employ a secretary to assist in the 
transition. The new superintendent 
would work with the new board to 
develop policies, devise a district 
organization scheme and generate a 
budget to begin the new school year. 
Additional staff members (manage- 
ment. professional, and classified) 
would be added as policy and need 
dictate, 

This initial staff would eventually 
need office facilities. However. a 
federal grant of $2.8 million to 
construct a district. administration 
and service center, master-planned 
for a untfied district. has been 
received and construction will start 
in the spring of 1977. The exact 
nature of the staff needs cannot be 
determined until the school board, 
with the assistance of the. staff, 
deselops poheres to determine the 
programs. Much of the instructional 
and mans of the ancillary services 
are determined by the Education 
Code, butthere remain many details 
which must be established by local 
school board policy.
